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(588) ASFEC LIBRARY PROGRAMME 


The Arab States Fundamental Education Centre (ASFEC) began operations 
in December 1952. Its trainees (49 admitted in December 1952, and an 
additional 43 in December 1953) are selected from Egypt, Iraq, Jordan, 
Lebanon, Saudi Arabia, Syria and the Gaza area of Palestine, and are given 
an intensive 21-month course of training in the techniques of conducting a 
many-sided programme of rural welfare and community development. 
ASFEC is located in the village of Sirs-el-Layyan in the heart of the Egyp- 
tian Delta about 65 kilometres north of Cairo, in the centre of Menoufia 
Province. This province, with an area of approximately 565 square kilometres 
and 300,000 inhabitants, forms the service area of the centre and its library 
programme. From the outset, the objective has been to establish a regional 
public and school library demonstration and training programme, using the 
ASFEC library as headquarters. The centre’s library staffis now composed of 


five persons. 

In April 1953 it was decided to begin the ASFEC library development and 
training programme, to teach the centre’s trainees how to organize and incor- 
porate modern library services into a total community programme of funda- 


mental education. 


ORGANIZATION OF LIBRARY SERVICES 


The procedure in establishing a public library unit usually follows a regular 
pattern. After a careful community survey of the village chosen and informal 
contacts with local leaders, sponsorship for the library is obtained from a 
local community organization, typically the local Rural Reform Society. The 
society invariably undertakes to provide centrally-located premises, essential 
library furniture and equipment, and to contribute as many books and as 
much money as possible. At least two local residents (usually school-teachers) 
are sought who are willing to serve as part-time volunteers and undertake 
brief practical training for the work. In turn, the centre undertakes to provide 
technical assistance in organizing the library; select, purchase and catalogue 
a basic collection of 1,500-2,000 books and other materials; provide practical 
training for volunteer assistance; and collaborate in planning and operating 
a full and varied programme of library activities. 

All purchasing and cataloguing of materials is done centrally at the ASFEC 
library by ASFEC trainees and the village volunteer workers, under the 
supervision of the ASFEC library staff. Materials are classified according to 
a simplified adaptation of the Dewey decimal system to Arabic. Each library 
unit is provided with a dictionary catalogue which indexes material by 
author, subject and title. Shelf labels are liberally provided. In addition to 
the basic collection, a central reservoir is maintained at the ASFEC library 
from which small collections are sent out on circuit to the various units. Ten 
wooden book-boxes, constructed to provide self-contained open shelving 
and display space, are also serviced regularly with collections, changed every 
two months and despatched to clubs, schools, and rural social centres. They 
are used chiefly to reach areas otherwise still unserviced.

centre’s experts and trainees, and local community leaders—include weekly 
story-hours for children, adult literacy classes for men and women, health 
talks and demonstrations, outdoor and indoor film and filmstrip shows, work 
with women and girls on child care, needlework and handicrafts, discussion 
groups with men on agricultural extension, village planning and environmental 
sanitation, etc. Particular stress is placed on the use of audio-visual aids 
and methods, including three-dimensional exhibits, discussion groups, films, 
filmstrips and slides. 


PUBLIC AND SCHOOL LIBRARIES 


The first community library was established at Sirs-el-Layyan in June 1953 
in collaboration with the local Reform Society. The premises (an unused 
garage in the centre of the village) were donated and renovated by one of 
the local leaders. Open-shelving and other furniture, including a small wooden 
catalogue-cabinet were built by the local carpenter according to specifi- 
cations provided by the centre—basic uniformity of equipment facilitates such 
services as centralized cataloguing. The centre provided practical training 
for two local secondary-school teachers who are serving as volunteers; they 
were joined in the summer by two university students at home on holiday. 
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The library has, since the opening day, had only standing-room for reading 
— . . , ; 

Community libraries were also opened in March 1954 in two of the four 
villages in which ASFEC field teams are working at present—Kalata and 
Deberky. Library units will soon also replace the travelling book-boxes now 
being used in the other two communities (Fisha and Manawahla). The Kalata 
library is operated in collaboration with the local Rural Reform Society. In 
Deberky, the library is located in one of the schools which is being used as a 
general community centre. 

Neighbouring elementary and secondary school libraries, particularly in 
the ASFEC field work villages, are also being assisted in organizing and ope- 
rating libraries. Impetus has been given to this aspect of the work through 
the collaboration of the Menoufia Province Office of the Ministry of Education, 
through which each secondary school in the province secured a basic collection 
of approximately 1,200 books. In most cases, these collections have given the 
schools the needed incentive to provide space, open shelving, process the 
materials and appoint teacherelibrarians for service. 

Further features of the work with schools are travelling exhibits prepared 
at the centre as demonstrations and circulated to the libraries, and small 
travelling loan collections containing approximately 250 children’s books, 
with professional books for teachers and classroom instructional materials. 


LIBRARY TRAINING 


Systematic course instruction (2 hours weekly), together with intensive prac- 
tical field work in organizing and operating libraries, began on 6 October 1953 
with 12 ASFEC trainees and 7 local secondary-school teachers. By June 1954 
some 30-40 people, all volunteers, had received both some formal class instruc- 
tion and considerable in-service training. Beginning with the admission of the 
centre’s third-course trainees in September 1954, the work in library training 
and development was no longer on a voluntary basis but became a recognized 
part of the centre’s programme. 

Two much-needed training manuals have recently been completed in 
Arabic—one on the organization of small public and school libraries, and the 
second on cataloguing and classification. An adaptation of the Dewey Decimal 
Classification to Arabic and a carefully-established list of subject headings 
in Arabic, largely adapted from the Sear’s list of subject headings for small librartes 
(6th rev. ed., 1950) have been prepared. Preliminary editions of these manuals 
were issued in mimeographed form and circulated to key libraries with Arabic 
collections—both in the Middle East and elsewhere—for criticism, additions 
and revisions. 

The ASFEC library programme has been accepted as a Unesco associated 
project (see Bulletin, vol. VIII, no. 4, item 185) and through this international 
network is enabled to keep closely in touch with library activities similar to 
its own in different parts of the world. It would be glad to receive professional 
library literature in English or French, particularly simple manuals on all 
aspects of public and school library organization and activities, and files of 
important library journals; books for children, particularly picture books; 
and books suitable for adults with limited reading skill.

(589) UNESCO LIBRARY SPECIALIST IN AFRICA 


Miss Margarita Summers of the Libraries Division travelled in Africa from 

May to July 1954 to follow up on the Public Libraries Seminar held in [badan, 

Nigeria, in 1953 (see Bulletin, vol. VII, no. 11-12 and vol. VIII, no. 1). She 

visited Algeria (Algiers); French Equatorial Africa (Brazzaville); Belgian 

Congo (Léopoldville); French Cameroons (Douala, Yaoundé); French West 

Africa (Dakar, St. Louis, Abidjan); and Liberia (Monrovia, Cape Palmas), 

Miss Summers discussed with governmental authorities the best means for 

carrying out the Ibadan seminar recommendations, particularly the one 

concerning the establishment of a public library pilot project in Africa, which 

has been included in the proposed Unesco Programme and Budget for 1955- 

56. The Government of Liberia has jalready asked for the proposed public 

library pilot project to be in that country. In view of the widespread interest 

in this activity in Africa, requests from other governments are also expected, 

Miss Summers found great enthusiasm for the creation of public library 
services in association with fundamental education in all the places she visited, 
and she saw the efforts already made to implement the Ibadan Seminar 
recommendations. In addition to the West African Library Association which 
was formed during the seminar, new public library services are being estab- 
lished in Algiers, a literature bureau has been created in the Cameroons, 
and a library association has been formed in Liberia. 

The following are a number of requests which Miss Summers received 
from librarians in Africa. Help in meeting these requests would greatly aid 
the development of library services.

(590) BOOKLET IN HINDI 


Delhi is the title of an illustrated easy-to-read booklet just issued in Hindi 
by the Delhi Public Library. This is the first in a series of specially written 
simple publications brought out by the library for adults who have just learned 
to read. Two similar booklets are now in the pr nd 30 other manuscripts 
have already been prepared. 

The Delhi Public Library is a pilot project established by the Government of 
India and Unesco in 1951 (see Bulletin, vol. VIII, no. 5-6, item 259 and vol. VII 
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no. 5-6, item jor). It is the busiest library in Asia, serving 2,000 people a day. 
It consists of a central library in the popular section of old Delhi, “deposit 
stations”’ in literacy centres and a mobile unit which takes service to the suburbs 
of Delhi and to nearby villages.

PRE-PUBLICATION SUBSCRIPTIONS FOR SCHOLARLY WORKS 
OF REFERENCE 


The Seventh Session of the Unesco General Conference held in Paris in 1952 instructed 
the Director-General to “‘promote the continued publication or reissue of fundamental 
source books and handbooks of international scholarship by causing the demand for 
such works to be determined specifically by enquiries conducted with the aid of the 
National Commissions, and of international organizations’’. 

All Unesco National Commissions have been invited to co-operate in carrying out 
this conference decision by sending detailed information of works which they believe 
to be of international value and which need foreign support to assure their publication. 

Readers are asked to respond to this effort to assure the publication of useful works by indicating, 
whenever possible direct to the National Commission or the publisher named in each notice, their 
intention to purchase copies, or by letting specialists who may be interested know of the works 
announced. 

These announcements will only include information received from Unesco National 
Commissions, and will be restricted to works where adequate particulars on the author, 
subject, size, price proposed date of publication, etc., can be given, so that subscribers 
may be certain that the work is authoritative. 


599 LIST OF FOREIGN PERIODICALS RECEIVED 
BY SWISS LIBRARIES 


In 1947 the Association of Swiss Librarians decided to re-edit the Répertoire 
des périodiques étrangers regus par les bibliothéques suisses, the first three editions 
of which were completely out of print in a very short time. ‘The Swiss National 
Library has undertaken the editorial work, assisted financially by other 
member libraries of the Association of Swiss Librarians, as well as by the nine 
Swiss universities. The Swiss National Fund for Scientific Research has also 
participated in the publication of this volume. 

The new edition differs from preceding ones not only by its scope but also 
by the methods of compilation. For each title the exact holdings of all libraries 
are given, As far as possible, the date of the first volume of each periodical is 
indicated, and if it is no longer in print, that of the last volume published. 
Che Répertoire comprises approximately 750 pages quarto, a total of 34,349 
titles of foreign periodicals in 711 Swiss libraries (as compared with 8,686 titles 
from 387 libraries in the 3rd edition, 1925). Only periodicals which ceased 
publication before 1900 are omitted. The list of participating libraries indicates 
the conditions of loan for each of them and gives information on the possi- 
bility of obtaining microfilms and photocopies. The alphabetical title index

is followed by a place index giving the names of authorities, societies and 
institutions publishing the periodicals. It is intended to issue supplements 
every five years.

A photographic reproduction of the second, enlarged, edition of Ordbog over det 
gamle norske sprog Dictionary of the old Norse language) by Johan Fritzner, 
which was published 1883-96 and has been out of ig for many years, has 
recently been made by Trugave > Juul Moller Forlag, Fr. Nansens pl. 8, Oslo, 
Norway. There has been an increasing demand in Norway and abroad for 
this dictionary, which is indispensable for students of Germanic philology, and 
an invaluable aid for all who want to read and understand the old Norwegian- 
Icelandic language.

‘601) IBN BAJJAH’S PSYCHOLOGY 


The publication has been announced of /bn Bajjah’s psychology, by Muhammad 
Saghir Hasan al-Masumi. The Aztad al-Nafs of . Abu Bakr Muhammad Ibn Yahya 
al-Sa’igh, known as Ibn Bajjah, is the earliest Arabic text so far known that 
gives an elaborate paraphrase of Aristotle’s De Anima. The present volume will 
be the first edition of this hitherto unpublished Arabic text; it will be accom- 
panied by an English translation and _ historico-philos« we notes. In the 
commentary, parallel passages from Ibn Bajjah’s unpublished works which 


help in establishing the text have been quoted, and the origin of his psycholo- 
gical views in the De Anima and other Aristotelian and Greek works has been 
traced. This work has also been compared with the works of Al- Farabi, Ibn 
Sina, and with the writings of Ibn Rushd, his pupil. The author is Doctor of 


Philosophy of Oxford University, and has been lecturer in the Department of 


Arabic and Islamic studies at Dacca [ iaeualis ince 1946. 
The work will be about 250 pages in length, including the Arabic text ol 
about 50 pages. The price is estimated at about Rs.g per copy.

GENERAL NEWS 
(622) EXPANSION OF USBE SERVICES 


The U.S. Foreign Operations Administration (FOA) has recently announced 
that it has contracted with the U.S. Book Exchange Inc., to pay the USBE 
$50,000 a year for two years to provide technical, scientific and educational 
literature to libraries in 53 countries in Latin America, the Near East, South 
Asia, the Far East and Europe. One of the primary purposes of the contract 
is to build up back-issue stocks of technical periodicals and books in countries 
that are participating in the FOA programme. The USBE, a private, non- 
profit organization sponsored by national learned societies and library organ- 
izations in the United States, functions as a cooperative clearing house for 
the national and international exchange of publications among libraries (see 
Bulletin, vol. V1, no. 8-9, item 375.) It deals only in surplus or exchange books 
that it receives from its member libraries and in donated publications. Its 
membership includes 450 libraries in the United States and 150 abroad in 44 
countries. Its present stock of more than 3 million publications includes more 
than 250,000 technical, scientific, and educational materials. Under the 
contract the USBE will send publications to libraries and institutions in FOA 
countries without cost but will require publications in exchange, although 
not necessarily on an item-for-item basis immediately. 


(623) FIRST COLOMBIAN LIBRARY DAYS 


The National Library of Colombia, in collaboration with the Unesco Regional 
Office in the Western Hemisphere organized the First Colombian Library 
Days (Primeras Jornadas Bibliotecolégicas Colombianas) from 19 to 
24 July 1954 at the National Library, Bogota. The meeting, which was 
opened by the Minister of National Education, was attended by 134 parti- 
cipants. The principal themes discussed were: the library, the librarian and 
the community; professional library training; modern public library services; 
Unesco and its library activities, and how Colombia can profit from them; 
library services in Colombia and problems of scientific research. 

Among the various recommendations made were the following: the public 
library should be recognized as a necessary public service to complement 
fundamental and adult education; librarians’ salaries should be equal to 
those of persons in the teaching profession; adequate legislation should be 
passed recognizing the need for trained library personnel, etc. In view of 
the fact that Unesco proposes to hold in 1956 a regional conference of experts 
from Latin American countries on the exchange of publications, it was recom- 
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mended that the National Library should hold a national seminar on this 
subject during the first months of 1955 to prepare Colombia’s contribution, 
A further recommendation urged that the National Bibliographical Group 
should compile directories of public and private libraries, of societies, aca- 
demies, and scientific and cultural institutions, of publishers and booksellers 
in Colombia, as well as a bibliography of Colombian bibliographies and a 


union catalogue of the principal libraries of Colombia. 


624) NEW INSTITUTE WILL PROMOTE BOOK 
PRODUCTION IN HONDURAS 


By a decree taking effect from Ist July 1954 the National Congress of Honduras 
has authorized the establishment of the Instituto del Libro in the University 
of Honduras. The Rector of the University has been appointed president, ad 
honorem. The institute will: publish and distribute literary and scientific 
works by Honduran authors; arrange for the publications and distribution 
at low cost of suitable works by foreign authors; take steps to improve, develop 
and lower the costs of book publishing in the country, and to facilitate the 


import of foreign books; promote the organization of public libraries in the 
country and contribute to their maintenance. 


625) FRENCH BOOKMOBILES 


n 
in the east of France met recently to exchange news and ideas. Bookmobiles 
serving the departments of the Upper and Lower Rhine, Meurthe-et-Moselle, 
Meuse, Moselle, Aube and Marne, gathered together in the small Vosges 
village of Soultzeren on 10 June 1954 for the second Journée des bibliobus 
de Est. Each mobile library was visited in turn to see any new innovations— 
a loud-speaker installed in one, boxes for gramophone records in another, etc. 
At the meeting it was decided to publish a quarterly bulletin for the central 
and departmental libraries of the region. It will be mainly for the use of those 
in charge of the central depots, but will also contain information of general 
interest—articles on a specific author or theme, or on a particularly note- 
worthy literary event, as well as numerous reviews of recent novels and of 
books for young people. Special pages will be devoted to each department, 
giving practical and useful advice as well as news of the different depots.

626) LIBRARY OF CONGRESS SUBJECT 
HEADINGS IN FRENCH 


The National Library of Canada intends to publish on cards a French version 
of several thousands of subject headings used by the Library of Congress, 
Washington. About 35,000 headings are to be translated, selected mainly from 
the following classes of the decimal classification: 0, 100, 200, 300, 4.00, 700, 800, 
goo, or A, B, C, D, E, F, G, H, J, L, N, P, U, V, Z of the Library of Congress 
classification. The 5th edition of the Subject headings in the dictionary catalogs 
of the Library of Congress and revisions, is being used as a basis for the work. At 
present selected headings beginning with A, B or C in English have already 
been translated with all sub-headings, cross references, etc. 

The cards are 12,5 7,5 cm. The English subject heading appears at the 
top right hand corner and the Library of Congress call number is given in 
brackets after the French heading whenever it appears in the Subject headings. 

Libraries may obtain sets of these cards from the Queen’s Printer, Ottawa. 
The price has not yet been fixed. 

















(627) DYELINE COPYING FOR LIBRARIES

WHAT IS DYELINE COPYING? 


Ananswer to this question has been given by V.d. Grinten (1)*in the best review 
so far written on the subject. De Gorter (2), inan article which may be more 
easily accessible, also gives explanations. Briefly, as the name dyeline copying 
implies, it is a copying process in which the lines (i.e. letters) of the original 
are reproduced with the aid of a certain dye. The resulting colour may be 
black, but can also be one of a varied range of other colours. The result is 
an immediate positive copy. One may prefer black on white because one is 
used to it, but brown on a slightly yellow background is a more usual combi- 
nation, and is pleasing to the eye. The equivalent of the original’s white parts 
are, as it were, burnt out by the light rays coming through the original on 
to the diazo-paper, so that nothing is left but a blank. Diazo is the chemical 
compound which constitutes the peculiar property of the dyeline paper, just 
as silver bromide forms the base of most of the more familiar photographic 
materials. 


DEVELOPMENT 


Development in the ordinary photographic sense does not take place. Instead, 
the dye component has either to be “released’’ —i.e. to be made visible in 
the dyeline paper by way of ammonia fumes (so-called “dry developing” )— 
or added to the paper by means of a chemical solution, which merely moistens 
it (so-called “semi-dry” or “semi-wet” developp.ng). Now dry development 
is undoubtedly the cleanest working procedure, but the disagreable ammonia 
fumes often cancel out the otherwise obvious advantages, although apparatuses 
to dispose of these fumes have been marketed. Semi-dry development has 
the slight disadvantage that it cannot work exactly true to scale, although, 
in practice this may not be important. In this case, good and practical deve- 
lopment equipment has been marketed, reminiscent of the Ozarapid (or 
Copyrapid) technique. The working procedure is indeed quite similar, but 
the chemical solutions are basically different. 


EQUIPMENT AND MATERIAL 


One does not need a dark—or even darkened—room, but it is obvious that 
one must not work next to a large window. The material is chiefly sensitive 
to the violet and near ultra-violet region of the spectrum, which implies 
that a special rounded printing apparatus provided with a light source rich 
in ultra-violet rays, such as mercury vapour lamps for instance, will have 
to be used. 

A detailed list of available equipment will be found in the Manual on docu-

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ment reproduction and selection (3). Jones (4) has contributed an appraisal of certain 
equipment more specifically suited for library purposes, and at the end of 
this article, a list of dyeline printers is given. It is important to bear in mind 
that, generally speaking, there are few printers available which permit copies 
to be made from single sheets as well as from bound originals, e.g. journals, 
For library use such a dual-purpose printer is a ““must”. In most cases the 
librarian probably will have to start by choosing the country of origin for 
his equipment; the manufacturer will then undoubtedly give him the best 
advice. An expenditure of somewhere between £100- £200 may be involved, 

No classification similar to the one existing for photogr: aphic papers has 
yet been made for dyeline material, as Brown and Lord (5) pointed out in their 
detailed blue-print for extensive tests, which were actually undertaken later 
on. It would not help very much, therefore, to explain that some material has 
greater or lesser speed, gives higher or lower contrast, or oe after a longer 


or shorter period, since if even one manufacturer—and 1 1 England alone a 
great number of them exist—pointed out these dif fe rent peculi irities in the 
several brands he offers, no comparison with the material of other manufac- 


turers would be possible. 


METHOD 


The use of dyeline copying is fairly simple. Manchester Central Library 
prefers it to photo copying because it requires less skill and accuracy that 
is, so as long as the original is translucent and printed on one side only. In 
that case, one may proceed with a straightforward contact copy which, 
after development, becomes a ready-made positive print. 

Translucent, in this particular case, means comparatively opaque looking 
when viewed by ordinary light, but actually highly transmissive of ultra- 
violet rays. Lord (6) was the first to stress this point. Verry(7), who was personally 
responsible for the instigation by H.M. Treasury of Brown and Lord’s studies, 
later on gave special attention to this characteristic and included in his article 
the results of an unpublished report by H.M. Stationery Office. According 
to the views expressed therein, the ideal combination would be to type 
your master copy with a black ribbon and back the stationery with a red 
carbon paper, face up, behind the master. It is the reversed carbon paper 
with its red colour which effectively blocks all the ultra-violet rays still shining 
through the “black”’ typed letters. As we should expect from the principles 
of optics, yellow (the complementary colour to violet), where used singly, 
is said even to surpass red as well as black in blocking oncoming rays. Docu- 
ments can be planned in advance to conform in paper and colour to the best 
possiise repro duction by dyeline copying. 

If the originz . has been printed on both sides, an intermediate reflex copy 
will first have t » be prepared. The easiest way, might be to use a special 
transparent foil, as marketed by Mssrs. Ilford or V.d. Grinten. But Lord 
showed that this would be a comparatively expensive solution, if often 
needed. Another possibility, more elegant but still more costly, would be to 
prepare a transparent Ozarapid (or “Copyrapid) master, which would be 
more appropriate where combined apparatus for Ozarapid and dyeline 
already exist. The cheapest way, however, is probably to start with an Auto- 
positive print. In that case a darkroom is necessary, or at least a porous block 
for the stabilizing process. Therefore, where one co oP} only has to be prepared 
from an opaque original, dyeline copying mig not really be the answer. 
gut as soon as a few copies—say up to 20—are requ lired, dyeline copying 
comes into its own. Then it will be worth while to seek local advice for choosing 
one of the three above mentioned procedures, weighing cost against practic ality. 

As a matter of fact, once the intermediate reflex copy has been pre pared— 
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and the time needed will depend on the procedure chosen—every dyeline 
copy will take only 1-2 minutes, development included. Development itself, 
thanks to hand or motor driven apparatus available, is an easy aflair, resulting 
in a slightly damp print which can be used immediately. I should add that the 
time mentioned (1-2 minutes) would be correct for the printers listed at the 
end of this article. More ar less powerful light sources will influence the time 
accordingly. 

If one must work quickly, the quality of the print, i.e. its contrast, will 
suffer somewhat. But if one insists on a really good quality print, one will 
have to be a little more indulgent over the speed. However, another important 
factor may also considerably influence the quality of the print. It will depend 
on what is called the “shelf-life”? of the material, i.e, the time-interval between 
manufacture and the latest date it can be used without a distinguishable 
lowering quality because of moisture and other outside influences. Obviously, 
the kind of packing, and the circumstance that it is kept well closed until 
actually used, have something to do with it. This shelf-life is currently estimat- 
ed at from a few months to one year. One will naturally prefer the material 
manufactured in one’s own country, in order to be assured of its freshness. 
As a matter of fact, smaller countries will be stimulated to boost their own 
production. Israel is one of them. 

The problem of fading however remains. Here one has to distinguish be- 
tween the light fastness of the dye image and discolouration of the background. 
V.d. Grinten, as a manufacturer, feels confident that the fastness of the dye 
image of prints, kept in file, will be good for several centuries. But even Brown 
and Lord came to the conclusion that the dye image ofa print which, for over 
five years, was used for two hours daily in normal room light, would fade

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something under 10 per cent, and they conclude that any document used as 
much as that would surely be worn out long before five years had passed, 
A similar answer might apply to the discolouration of the background. Since 
in dyeline (dry as well as semi-dry) development, all the chemicals are kept 
in the paper, a slight deteriorating influence is to be expected. But here again 
Brown and Lord estimate that the print may last as long as newsprint, which 
they know to have a file-life of some 25 years. ‘To sum up, it may be expected 
that a document copy will have satisfactory keeping qualities for all practical 


purposes except long-term archival storage. 


APPLICATION 


To the best of my knowledge, Kalle of Wiesbaden (Germany) was the first 
to market dyeline paper (‘‘Ozalid’’) in the twenties. It was followed by Van 
der Grinten of Venlo (Holland) in the thirties, with “‘Retocé” printers and 
materials. From the U.S.A. not many particulars have reached me, but 
gruning of Chicago was well known. In England, dyeline copying became 
popular only after the second world war, and much of this development has 
to be put to the credit of H. R. Verry of H. M. Treasury. 


a) Abstracting service. In giving an example of the use of dyeline in a library, 
the case of the abstracting work of the Netherlands Economic Information 
Service is usually cited. G. M. Van Andel, head librarian of this service, has 
explained (8) in detail the technique used. According to her description, master 
cards are typed on transparent material and include short abstracts together 
with all the necessary data. In addition, several more transparent cards are 
prepared, each containing one appropriate subject heading with its classifi- 
cation number. Superimposing the abstract cards alternatively with their 
different subject-heading cards, the final masters are produced on photo- 
sensitive, transparent paper, from which dyeline copies are made in any 
number desired. 


b) Catalogue cards. De Gorter in the same way copied selected index cards 
required by individual research workers of a large concern, in order to build 
up their specialized bibliography. The same may apply for the duplication 
of index cards to be used as secondary or reference cards in a card index. 
Accordingly, one would have to start by typing the data of all new acquisitions 
on to translucent card masters. From these, dyeline copies would be prepared 
to be included in the central card file and also distributed for individual use. 
At suitable intervals, the same card master could be arranged in a classified 
sequence in order to establish accumulated acquisition lists. 


c) Patent specifications. The British Patent Office introduced dyeline copying 
some time ago for the issue of patent « opie s. It was explained to me by Mr. Ben- 
ford that, where once large buildings in London were —_ for innumerable 
prin ited copies of patents ready, as required by law, to be sold on demand, 
only one single copy of each new patent is now kept, ~ don considerably reducing 
storage space. From this original copy an intermediate master is produced, 
upon the first request for a copy. Thereafter each further request is dispat *hed 
by way of a direct dyeline copy from this master. I understand that similar 


arrangements exist at the Patent Office of the Netherlands 


d) Reprints and out-of-print publications. As early as 1940 Donker Duyvis (9) 
suggested a similar use for reducing stocks of publications. The difficulty 
of keeping adequate stocks of scientific oe ations, which are usu illy issued 
in limited numbers is only too well known. Another problem is that of reprints, 
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which are hardly ever available in sufficient number and, obviously, no print- 
ing house would start preparing a few additional copies. Photographic paper 
copies are usually quite expensive for this purpose. In all these cases, one 
additional special copy could be printed, on one side, on translucent paper 
at the time of the original printing, as proposed by Donker Duyvis. From this 
master copy, dyeline prints could later be prepared, as required. 

Out-of-print publications of which only a small number of copies will be 
needed can be re-issued in this way with the consent of the copyright owner. 
Internal or specialized reports, of which not more than 15-20 copies are 
required, can be duplicated cheaply by typing the original report on to 
translucent stationery backed with red carbon paper, from which additional 
single copies can be prepared, even at a later date, at very slight cost. According 
to Mr. Lester K. Born, Co-ordinator of the Library of Congress’s Microrepro- 
duction Projects, this practice is followed nowadays in the U.S.A. 


(e) Academic dissertations. Special attention should be given to the possibility of 
disseminating doctoral theses by dyeline copying. For some time now it has 
been recognized that most valuable material often lies buried in these papers, 
which nevertheless do not qualify for the substantial cost involved in their 
printed publication. In the U.S.A., various arrangements have been made in 
order to make this material available by microfilm. But it may be presumed 
that every individual order for a microfilm copy will subsequently lead to 
photographic paper enlargements, with all the costs involved. Universities 
might ask that these should be submitted on translucent paper from which 
dyeline prints could be issued at any time and in any requested number 
(down to one single copy), at a price much more advantageous than micro- 
film with subsequent enlargements-quite apart from administrative costs 
involved in arranging and keeping separate microfilm master copies. 

(f) Multiple copies of letters and articles. Finally, one should consider the fre- 
quently occuring need to circulate copies of letters to a number of staff 
members, or articles from scientific periodicals to be brought to the attention 
of several research workers of a large unit. More generally, some of the prob- 
lems connected with periodical circulation in research institutions may be 
solved, first, by sending round the journals in quick rotation for perusal and 
annotation of articles of interest; and consequent arrangement of dyeline copies 
of those articles marked by several staff members alike. 


CONCLUSION 


Dyeline copying has so far developed in some countries more than in others 
owing to enterprising firms and individuals. As usual, industry was first to 
recognize the good use it could make of this new material; documentalists 
and others only slowly followed suit. So far, the Netherlands and England 
are the most ‘dyeline-conscious’ countries. It will now depend on librarians 
to extend its use.
